SHOT TO DEATH 
IN QUARREL AT 
COUNTRY DANCE 


Joseph Paulina, 36 years old, 442 
Graceland avenue, Des Plaines, an em- 


pany, was shot and fatally wounded 
in a quarrel with an unidentified man 


ending at Snell's Grove, on the Hig- 
gins road, near Elk Grove. Paulina 
was hurried to the office of Dr. Afelt 
in Arlington Heights by four com- 
panions and died a few minutes after 
his arrival there. 

Lieut. L. J. Laird of the County 
Highway police immediately began a 
search for the slayer. He questioned 
John and Sandro Intravarcola and 
Ralph Cuici of Des Plaines, and Del 
Mager, 4949 Kilbourne avenue, Chica- 
go, who were with Paulina. They said 
that as they left the dance hall they 
saw the slayer tinkering with a parked 
automobile, and Paulina asked him 
what he was doing. Words followed 
and the unknown man fired twice, one 
bullet striking Paulina over the heart. 
None of the four knew the man who 
fired the shots, they told Lieut. Laird. 


POLICEMAN SHOT 
A YEAR AGO BY 
BANDITS IS DEAD 


Sergt. Edward Mulcahy of the Stan- 
ton Avenue station died yesterday at 
his home, 7136 South Peoria street, 
from the effects of a wound received in 
a battle with two colored bandits on 
Aug. 24, 1925. 

Mulcahy and Policeman Cornelius 
Brodeick, hearing the cries of a citi 
zen who was being held up by the rob- 
bers, went to his aid. The bandits, 
seeing them approach, took cover in a 
doorway at 35th street and Giles ave- 
nue and fired. Broderick was killed and 
Mulcahy was shot in the abdomen and 
the left leg. 

Although Sergt. Mulcahy recovered 
sufficiently to resume his duties, his 
wife said he had not been in good 
health since the shooting. He was 
preparing to go to work when he fell 
over dead. The father of seven chil- 
dren, Mulachy was 52 years old. |

Girl Pickete 
March to Jail 


asona Lark 


Twenty-five women; some young and 
apparently carefree girls, some middle- 
aged mothers, marched to the county 
jail yesterday and surrendered them- 
selves to serve sentences of from ten 
to seventy days on contempt charges. 
They were merpbers of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
union, and th. sentences were im- 
posed by Judge Denis E. Sullivan of 
the Superior court for alleged viola- 
tion of an injunction in connection 
with a strike in April, 1924. 

Buried amidst the mass of laugh- 
ing, jesting, and sometimes weeping 
femininity which literally crashed its 
way through the jail doors were two 
men who had been sentenced along 
with the women. In addition to the 
jail terms most of the defendants also 
drew fines ranging from $100 to $350. 

Armed with Carnations. 

It was a busy time for Capt. Gecrge 
Weideling and his. aids in. their en- 
deavors to sep :ate the prisoners from 
the horde of mothers, sisters, children, 
Ihusbands, and sweethearts who 
swarmed about the entrances. 

At the last’ moment huge bunches 
of red and white carnations were 
thrust into the prisoners’ hands by 
admirers, and these the women waved 
aloft as they struggled through the 
crowd with their little suitcases. 

Forty-four Sentenced. 

All hope departed from the defend- 
ants Jast Saturday, when Judge Sulli- 
van turned down a plea for clemency. 
Previously the Appellate and state Su- 
preme courts had upheld the sentences, 
given for alleged violations of the in- 
junction by illegal picketing, by resist- 
ing arrest, and, in some instances, by 
attacking cemen, 
A total of 44 persons were included 

the sentegces. The remainder, 
twelve of wh are women, will sur- 
render themselvés tomorrow, accord- 
ing to I. L. Davidson, organizer of 
the union, and Mies Agnes Nestor, 
who corralled yesterday's prisoners and 
conducted them to the jail from union 
headquarters at 326 West Van Buren 
street. 

Miss Marion Brostick, a pretty 18

Chinese Bring Rich 


—Vestments.

Asia and South America yesterday 
contributed their quota to the stream 
of pilgrims from far agd near that 
is flowing into Chicago for the twenty- 
eighth international Eucharistic con- 
gress. 4 
Europe, Australia, and North Amér- 
ica had already contributed to the 
advance guard of pilgrims so by 
the end of the day Africa was the 
only continent left unrepresented. 
This will be remedied in a few days 
when the Most Reverend Augustine 
Ferdinand Leynaud, archbishop of Al- 
giers, and the Rt. Rev. Hugh. Mce- 
Sherry, bishop of the Cape of Good 
Hope, arrive from New York, Where 
they are at present. : 
Although the formal opening of the 
congress is still a week distant, it was 
estimated last night that 20,000 pil- 
grims are already here. Of this num- 


ber, 1,000 are ecclesiastics who have 
been cared for by the housing com- 
mittee of the congress. The others are 
Catholie relatives of Chicagoans who 


tare vigiting them in their homes. 


eee City Ready for Pilgrims. 

The advance guard of the thousands 
who are coming for the congress found 
the city ready to receive them. 
Throughout the city churches, places 
of business, and homes were decorated 
for next -week’s events. American 
flags and the papal yellow and white 
were draped against the shield of the 
congress in thousands of places in the 
city and along the main arteries leading 
into it. 

The court of honor around the city 
hall and county building was nearly 
completed. At Soldiers’ field, in Grant 
park, an army of workmen was put- 
ting the final touches upon the altar 
where the open air masses will be cele- 
brated and adding thousands of seats 
to those in the great amphitheater. 
The bridge across the Illinois Central 
tracks at Eleventh street is completed 
and ready for use, and other prepara- 
tions were being rushed. 

At Mundelein the stockade and the 
eight temporary platforms which the 
North Shore electric line undertook to 
construct to handle the great crowds 
that will gather there on June 24 were | 
ready, and the thrones on which the ' 
cardinals will sit while mass is said 
outside the chapel were being erected. 


Festivities Start This Week.

He was nosed 
out of the senatorial nomination by 
Senator McKinley in a close finish in 


the 1920 primaries. 

Following the 1920 victory Gov.

Through fvrce of political circum- 
stances he became an ally rather than 
a member of the Smal! state machine, 
the governor considering Smith and 
bis following a valuable adjunct to 
the administration forces. 


TRIES TO KILL 
SELF TO GET HIS 
BOOK PUBLISHED

PARIS, June 12.—For 27 years Phil- 


lipe Celerier, now in his fifty-third 
year, denied himself everything, even 
the ordinary comforts of life, that he 
might devote himself to his great pas- 
sion—the preparation of a weighty 
thesis on the origin of the universe, 
the destiny of the human soul, and the 
organization of man’s community life. 

Today Celerier pumped five bullets 
into his head that the world might 
have the benefit of his labors. Pub- 
lication of the great tome was out of 
question, but even if it were possibile, 
the author’s obscurity foredoomed it 
to oblivion... Celerier decided to call 
attention to his work by ending his 
own life. 

Before turning the gun on himself, 
Celerier sent copies of his manuscript 
to Edouard Herriott and M. Blum, en- 
trusting to them the mission of pub- 
lishing the book, and explaining what 
he planned to do. 

But with fite bullets in his head, 
Celerier still lives.

Indictments Also Returned. 

In reading his decision Judge Wil- 
kerson nmrfide it clear that the matter 
at hand had to do with contempt of 
court solely and that the defendants 
still remained liable to criminal 
charges growing out of the same irreg- 
ularities. He ordered the arrest of 
all defendants on bench warrants, on 
criminal charges. 

On Dec. 15, 1925, the federal grand 
jury returned indictments naming 
Sheriff Hoffman, Westbrook, Druggan, 
Lake, Hans Thompson, former assist- 
ant jailer; Henry Foerst, former con- 
fidential man and secretary to West- 
Brook; James Fitzgerald, Fred Strass- 
heim, and John Schwantes, former as- 
Sistant jailers. 

Except in the case of Hoffman and 
Westbrook, none of the other defend- 
ants have been sentenced in the con- 
tempt case. Frequent delays have been 
taken in the conspiracy matter, the 
last on June 1, when Judge Wilkerson 
put over setting of the trial, indicat- 
ing it probably will be held at the 
opening of the fall term of federal 
court. 

The conspiracy case, which will be 
tried by a jury, carries with it a maxi- 
mum sentence of two years in the fed- 
eral penitentiary and a fine of $10,000.

FREEDOM AND HER 
FRIENDS. 


Ano exceptionally acute analyst of American opin- 
lon, who knows especially well the social char- 
acter and history of the Americans of the south, 
writes us apropos of the Scopes tria] some obser- 
vations we think deserve special consideration. — 


At the time of the prosecution of Scopes THE 
TRIBUNE expressed the opinion that the cause of 
free inquiry, of science, of human liberty and prog- 
ress, or whatever high issue seemed involved was 
not going to be advanced by the champions who 
rushed to the defense of Scopes at Dayton. Our 
correspondent points out that the course of opinion 
in the south since the Dayton drama is justifying 
our prediction. Religious fanaticism and legisla- 
tive restriction on scientific freedom are, he as- 
serts, more popular than ever, and the Jaw which 
was before Dayton an object of indifference or 
humor in Tennessee has now the backing of a 
stronger public sentiment than before. This is due) 
in his observation, first, to the natural reaction 
against the sweeping denunciation and indiscrim- 
inating ridicule evoked in the north, and, second, 
to the impression that the attack upon the law 
was identified with atheism, anarchism and social 
and political disintegration. 

Of course, this was a superficial way of disposing 
of the criticism of the anti-evolution statute, but 
it is not the first time that a good cause has 
been injured by its advocates. Popular emotions 
and attitudes are largely governed by associa- 


tion, and our correspondent goes on to say that 


while it is “self-evident that modern biology, 
the evolutionary theory as developed by scientists 
(not as interpreted by Socialists, nonresistant and 
other quacks who write pseudo scientific books of 
alleged sociology and social psychology) is essen- 
tially a support for individualist philosophy, for na- 
tionalism and all that sensible men have found to 
be sound policies for nations and individuals, yet 
the people of the south—and Indeed the people of 
all the states—as a result of the Dayton-Scopes 
case have been given the impression that biological 
science is in some way allied to or a confirmation 
of decadent social cults—that it fits in with the 
‘prolet kult’ of the bolshies—a type of degenerate 
fetichism forecasted with remarkable prescience 
by Lothrop Stoddard four years ago. ‘Prolet kult’ 
is now the latest rave in the local communist cir- 
cles, among the British upheavers and the Rand 
school kind generally.” 

We agree with our thoughtful correspondent 
that this confusion of popular thought is a national 
misfortune at this time and we offer his very sig- 
nificant conclusions as well worthy of serious 
consideration in the responsible quarters to which 
his criticism is addressed. 

“Our national progress,” he writes, “the prog- 
ress of our industries and the safety of our social 
gsystem depend wpon the utmost freedom of scien- 
tific research. Herbert Hoover and others are 
now making a great effort to get additional en- 
dowments for work in pure science, which can be 
applied to the advancement of our industries, the 
inerease of our productivity, the upbuilding of our 
living standards, with resulting content for labor 
and agriculture. While biology is not quite so 
closely linked as physics and chemistry with our 
industrial needs, the suppression of original work

GRAND TOUR. 
Several score thousand Americans—some esti- 
mates run as high as half a million—will go abroad 
this year. The very great majority will visit one 
or more European countries. Many, of course, 
have already started on their journey; some are 
already home again. The real flood of the tourist 
travel, however, is just beginning. It will reach 
its peak as e00n as the schools let out. 

A trip to Burope is becoming as everyday an 
affair as was a vacation jaunt to the Falls or New 
York City a score of years ago. Europe used to 
be several hundred dollars and ten da}s to two 
weeks away. Today—while you can spend the sev- 
eral hundred dollars if you want to—you may 
travel from New York to a European port for less 
than $100, and on a boat that will make the pas- 
sage in five or six days. f 

The response to this new accessibility of Europe 
has been typically American. The tourist migra- 
tion grows larger each year. : 

One wonders, sometimes, what America gets in 
return for its time and its money spent abroad. 
Americans ought to bring back something more 
than picture posteards and bead bags if the trip is 
to be worth anything as an investment. : 

The ancient custom in England prescribed that 
@ young man must take the grand tour before he 


really were completed. He made the trip—and an 
uncomfortable trip it was, what with squally sail- 
ing vessels and jolting coaches—usually in the com- 
pany of a tutor hired for the occasion. It was the 
tutor’s duty, as they toured through the capitals 
and the fashionable watering places, to point out to 
his young charge the points of interest, to impress 
upon the scholar the historical and social sig- 
nificance of what they saw, and to correlate gen- 
erally the European panorama with whatever 
knowledge the young gentleman had already im- 
bibed. 


Devotees of historical research are not ateolutely 
sure that these jaunts through the continent 
actually worked out just as optimistic parents in- 
tended they should. The literature of the times 
leads one to believe that student and tutor did-not 
always take the expenditure of the paternal funds 
as seriously as they should. But the theory was 
sound, at any rate, and it is to be hoped that mod- 
ern Americans, embarking on grand tours of their 
own, will embrace the theory as well as the spirit 
of the occasion. 


It is easy to return from Europe more intensely 
American than when one started. The statue of 
Liberty may portray a quality grown archaic in the 
United States, but she looks very real and ex- 
tremely folksy standing there on her pedestal with 
her upraised torch and book when seen from the 
prow of a homecoming liner. 3 

‘That Americans should contrast their country 
with EBuropean countries and find the “good old 
U. S. A.” the greatest spot on earth is as it should 
be. But the corollary to that naturally patriotic’ 
enthusiasm is not to find European countries, their 
people, and their customs no good at all 

Their people are what they are. They are, for 
better or worse, cousins to all Americans. One does 
not have to go back more than a few generations 
to find the common ancestor. Their appearance, 
their language, their food, their dwellings may be 
different, but they have built up their traditions 
and histories on national foundations more ancient 
than anything of which the United States can 
boast. They have had, and have, their great men 
and their great historic moments. They may not 
have bathrooms, but they have an art, a literature, 
and a culture riper, more mature than America 
can yet claim as purely her own. Their customs 
suit them, strange though they may seem to hurry- 
ing, casual Americans intent on packing a year’s 
impressions into a month's visit. Their manners 
are the products of a different temperament, a dif- 
ferent history, a different environment. 

If Americans judge Europe by its plumbing, its 
heating systems, and the size of its freight cars— 
with some of which certain young American gen- 
tlemen had acquaintance during their grand tour 
of 1917-'18—they will come back with minds nar- 


@ Travel is a privilege. Americans can enjoy it 
when Europeans cannot, because America is rich 
and her dollar worth more than is normal in most 
of the countries of Europe. Americans gotng to 
Europe have a tendency to go as the nouveau riche 
visiting the poor relation. Instead of which, they 
should go—extremely proud that they are Ameri- 
cans—dut as open-minded seekers after an under- 
standing of the way in which other peoples— 
equally proud that they are English, French or 
Itallans—live and have developed a culture quite 
as typical of their civilization as American culture 
is of America.

{ ON BEING A CHRISTIAN |

What does it mean to be a Christian? 

No exhaustive answer to this question is, or ever 
will be, possible, inasmuch as Christianity is a way 
of life, and no oné, at any given historic moment, 
can certainly say to what heights ef vision and 
practical endeavor the way will lead. 

To be a Christian means to share with Jesus his 
faith in God. Unquestionably, today, the masses 
of mankind want peace. They are almost literally 
sick 6f war; sick of seeing their fields trampled, 
their homes destroyed, their daughters ravished, 
their sons slain. But will a permanent world-wide 
peace ever appear on this gory planet? In the 
presence of such a question, how keenly one feels 
the need of Jesus’ faith in God. | 

At this present moment what courage would come 
to us if only we could really believe that the uni- 
verse is on the side of that Hebrew prophet who 
dared to affirm that the nations of the world will 
one day beat their swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruning hooks, and learn war no more; 
that the stars in their courses are fighting against 
militarism and selfish imperialism; that God Al- 
mighty has decreed that the mailed fists of the 
lords of war shall give way to the open palm of 
the Prince of Peace. Fortified with that convic- 
tion, we could go out and create the conditions out 
of which peace would come. 


There are, likewise, how many personal, private 
situations in which Jesus’ faith in God would make 
all the difference between hope and despair. In his 
“Life of General Booth,” Railton tells of the day 
when Mrs. Booth was informed by her physician, 
Sir James Paget, that she was doomed to die from 
cuncer; how she came home, and, even through her | 
tears, tried to smile upon the dear old general as 
she gradually unfolded to him the result of the 
ir.terview; and how these two devoted spirits, who 
had lived together for nearly forty years, faced the 
inevitable event, not without sadness, but entirely 
without fear or despair, because they believed in 
God. 

In the final analysis, a man’s faith in God repre- 
sents a great and daring personal venture, a brave 
resolution, as Frederick Meyers put it, “to stand 
or fall by the noblest. hypothesis.” And being a 
Christian surely means this, that a man shal) dare 
to make with Jesus this great assumption of the. 
spiritual meaning and purpose of life, and on this 
assumption, to build his own life. 

Might one not also venture to suggest that to be 
a Christian means to share with Jesus his faith in 
man, and to take toward all men the attitude which 
Jesus took? 


Even in social outcasts, Jesus saw something of 
great value, and under the touch of his creative 
faith some of them developed personalities of such 
vitality that they have lived in the history of nine- 
teen hundred years. Have you and I formed the 
habit of seeing people mot merely in terms of what 
they now are but in terms of what they may be- 
come? 

“How much,” asked Jesus, “is a man of more 
value than a sheep?” and left no doubt as to his 
own answer. What ts our answer to that question? 

What does it mean to be a Christian? Does it 
not mean to go into life as Jesus did, not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister; not to get all you 
can, but to give all you can? Yes, and does it not 
mean to forgive as Jesus forgave; to conquer, not 
by brute force, but by what Mahatma Gandhi has 
so aptly called soul force? Why is it that today 
the name of Jesus is above every name? Is not one 
answer given in the confession attributed to Napo 
leon on Saint Helena: “ Alexander, Caesar, Charle- 
magne, and myself founded great empires; but 
upon what did the creations of our genius depend? 
Upon force. Jesus alone founded his empire upon 
love and to this very day millions would die for 

Sgirely one venture to suggest that to be a 
Christian is to share with Jesus his expectation of 
a better world, and his utter devotion to its coming. 
In polite society, once more, it is considered proper, 
or at least not improper, to talk about reiigion. 
But in many cases the kind of religion which one 
is at liberty to talk about, and even to urge upon 
one’s friends, is the kind which may be counted 
upon to prevent social unrest and keep thin 
they are. 

This kind of religion is, of course, not Christian- 
ity. The religion of Jesus has never undertaken 
to keep things as they are. “If we let him alone,” 
said Caiaphas, “all men will believe on him, and 
the Romans will come and take away our nation 
and our place.’ When Saint Paul came to Thessa- 
lonica, Jewish conservatives exclaimed in dismay, 


have come hither also,”’ 

We cannot too often remind ourselves that Chris- 
tianity began as a revolutionary movement. Jesus 
himself realized that men could no more accept his 
teachings and still cling to certain of their former 
beliefs and practices than a wine merchant could 
pour new wine into old wine skins without causing 
the old wine skins to burst. Nor can we too often 
remind ourselves that essential Christianity will 
continue to be a revolutionary movement until the 
will of God is done on earth as it is done in heaven. 


Institutionalized Christianity will strive, like 
other vested interests, to maintain the order of 
which it is a part; but the spirit of Christ wil] 
strive to upset any order which does not embody 
the will of God. 

The religion of Jesus is not a religion for comfort- 
able, complacent, middle-aged persons who have 
had their fling, made their pile, and are ready now 
to settle down. It is a religion only for youth and 
for people, of whatever age, who keep their spirits 


by the heroie past, and not content with any pres- 
ent achievement, to struggle unceasingly for a 
nobler future, is not this also involved in being a 
Christian?

COST OF REARING CHILDREN’ 


T costs $250 to get born. All those an- 
ticipating getting born, please take 
notice. This figure was arrived at by 
means of a careful and extensive 

study made by the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance company. A similar study made 
by the same organization’ showed that the 
average cost of food consumed by a child 
from birth to eighteen years of age is 
$2,500. 

A third study just published by them 
shows the cost of shelter and clothing for 
a child between birth and eighteen years 
of age is $3,400. This does not include 
the cost of the first set of baby things, 
commonly known as the layette. That 
cost, estimated at $25, was made a part 
of the cost of getting born. 

The investigation showed that the total 
cost of clothing for a girl is $90 higher 
than that for a boy. All these several 
items total $6,150. 

Another study, to be published present- 
ly, will show the average expenditures 
for health, recreation, including the 
Charleston, sundaes, and education. 
When these figures become available we 
will have an estimate of the cost of hav- 
ing and rearing the average child up to 
18 years of age. 

It has been several’years since a sim- 
lar estimate was made. For instance, a 


study made in California showed a cost . 


which was lower than the figure made 
by this study seers-destined to be, But 
the California study was made several 
years ago and it was less detailed and 
careful than this study ia In fact, “ es- 


for the California report. 

And now, what is all this about? A 
Person is a source of expense—a family 
liability—until 18 years of age is reached. 
At somewhere about 18 the average per- 
son becomes an asset to the family and 
the community. 

From the standpoint of family econ- 
omy, it is well to know how much a per- 
son is in debt to his family, or some- 
body else, when his training period is 
over and his work period begins. In 
1885 the average length of life in Massa-

chusetts was 39.77 years. There was 
less than 22 years for the person to pay 
back what had been spent on him. In 
1924 the average length of life in that 
state was 58.32 years—about 40 years in 
which to square the account.

Chicago, June 5.—Speaking of subways, 
a man stated the other day that the 
principal objection to the .constructiona 
of them in Chicago was on account of 
the anticipated graft in connéction there 
with. % 

Now, this individual knows Chicago 
better—far better—than I do; but ever 
s0, there is nO graft moré devouring of 
the people's wealth, liberty, and hap 
piness than procrastination, this well 
known thief of time. Thefe has always 
been graft, and likely there always will 
be as long as human nature exists; put- 
ting off the day for a public improvement 
for this reason only doubles it—that’s all. 

Aside from the’ economies of time 
which a subway would guarantee for 
Chicago, there are other economies. Ex- 
posure to the elements of roadwaya, 
rolling stock, and electrical equipment 
constitutes the third greatest item of ex- 
pense in the maintenance of a trans 
portation system. This would disap- 
pear almost entirely when the system 
was placed below the surface. The cost 
of heating a single car in the winter #@ 
greater than heating a ten to twelve 
room house ; temperatures below the sur 
face do not vary more than three to four 
degrees between the hottest day and the 
coldest. The matter of illumination may 
be neglected in so far as any maj@ 
expense is involved.

MOST TESTS 


Make Excellent Showing 
at Sampling Session. 


' Chicago citizens and taxpayers yes-| 


terday took over their public school 
gystem for three hours, put it under 
‘qigid observation, diagnosed its {flls, 
and appraised its products. WNinety- 
gight grade pupils, a cross section of 
the 15,000 elementary school grad- 
gates, served as the samples for the 
exacting accounting demanded. 

The test was conducted by Supt. 
William. McAndrew in the auditorium 
of the Chicago Normal college and 
jaymen did the questioning and acted 
as the judges. More than 3,000 teach- 


ers and laymen witmessed the experi- | 


ment. 
No Trick Questions. 

It was not an old fashioned. test— 
computing trick mathematical prob- 
lems, bounding some obscure country 
in a foreign land, naming some ruler or 
king, reciting dates of famous events, 
or stumbling over hard but little used 
words in a spelling contest—but an 
effort to gain a comprehensive idea of 
the general abilities and knowledge of 
a pupil that had completed eight years 
of schooling. 

The tasks were selected from sug- 
gestions received by eighty-one Chica- 
goans, representing a cross section of 
the city’s business, civic, and social] life. 
what this representative group of citi- 
gens wanted to know was what the 
children knew about speech, courtesy, 
domestic ability, service, the govern- 
ment, concentration, taste in dress, 
manners, humor, music, taste in lit- 
erature, citizenship, business forms, 
municipal affairs, postal service, ob- 
servance and obediance of the law, 
financial conduct, human nature, an4 
ethics. A few questions regarding 
their actual studies in school were sug- 
gested, but they were far in the minor- 
ity. 

Make Good Showing. 

And the children in the opinion of 
the judges were not found wanting. 
The ninety. boys and girls, drawn by 
lots from the city’s 300 schools, faced 
the huge and critical audience in a 
creditable maner and answered the 
questions put simply and _ directly. 
Some made speeches of welcome and 
others announced the purpose of the 
event. A few had stage fright, but the 
majority maintained a poise that sur- 
prised the onlookers. 

Two members each from the Chi- 
cago Women’s club, the Women’s City 
club, the City club, and the Associa- 
tion of Commerce took their places 
alongside the youngsters and per- 
formed the same tasks.

Mr. Marsh stresses three points 
which he says will be the practical 
effects of these concessions, the osten- 
sible purpose of which was to give 
to the British exclusive control of 
practically all future development of 
mineral rights in Panama, with the 
exception of ofl, coal, salt, and min- 
eral waters: 

1. The concessions tnclude practical 
ly all of the best and large tracts for 
rubber growing in Panama, prevent- 
ing absolutely any hope of extensive 


2. They inclose the only two harbors 
on the Pacific coast of Panama suit- 
able as bases for military offense 
against the Panama canal—Montejo 
bay to the west and San Miguel bay 
to the east. 

* 3. The people and government of 
Panama are despoiled from any hope 
of. future compensation for these. valu- 
able public lands, 

' The concessions, says Mr. Marsh, 
are the culmi of long years of 
endeavor by Great Britain to get a 
foothold in Panama in proximity to 
the Panama canali These endeavors, 
he says, were spurred to great activity 
three years ago by the American pro- 
posals to start a large rubber develop- 
ment there, and finally were crowned 
with success in April, 1926, by making 
personal rewards to Panaman officials. 


Sees Monroe Doctrine Violation. 


The American government, whose

TORTURED 
MASKED MEN 


SGovernor Urged to Act in 
lynching Case. 


© st. Petersburg, Fla., June 10.—[Spe- 
Vigorous demand has devel- 
aped here for action by’ the governor 
of Florida to apprehend and punish 
abe murderers ofa Negro. The butch- 
“ering of helpless, shackled Parker 
watkon within the city limits of St. 
“Petersbure—now referred to as the 
*Pparker Watson mystery—has caused 
“gcorstantly growing feeling of indig- 
sation among the residents, though 
county, and state officials have de- 
sined to take the matter seriously. 


St, Petersburg is a religious city with 
more churches, it is claimed, than any 
wher town of its size in America. Its 
pride is law enforcement. The prohi- 
sition law is enforced with deadly pre- 
Msion. They even arrest and place in 
ill proprietors of motion picture exhi- 
Hiions who attempt to operate on Sun- 


gay. 

Yet one of the most atrocious Negro 
killings on record in the southeastern 
Beates has rem:fied unsolved for a 


pmonth. 
Governor May Act. 

Now, however, as a result of insist- 
ent demands by citizens and citizens’ 
erganizations, there is a possibility 
that the state, in the person of the 
governor himself, will either force local 
ipficials to clear up the affair or handle 
the case ‘from the executive office. 

The development is unusual in that 
shatters a well established principle 
ofthe south. From time immemorable 
it has been a decidedly unhealthy oc- 
gupation to discuss or gossip about 
lynchings or the shortcomings of 
women in southern communities.

History of the Case.

A coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of “death at the hands of unknown 
assailants.”’ District Attorney E. P. 
Wilson pleaded stress of legal busi- 
ness as the reason for not starting a 
searching investigation. 


Asked for Water—Lynched. 
Incidentally, on May 138 another Ne 
gro was lynched in Florida. This man, 
one Henry Patterson, called at the 
home of a white woman at La Belle, 
thirty miles east of Fort Myers, and 
asked for a glass of water. The wom- 
an rushed to a neighbor, saying the 
man frightened her. A mob gathered 
and Patterson was lynched, the body 
being carried about the town draped 
over the hood of a Ford. Later the 
woman admitted that the Negro had 
asked her for water only, but that she

All Out of Work. 


Here were men who knew the stock 
market, ana although they have no 
holdings today beyond their unemploy- 
ment ticket, they are not averse to dis- 
cussing the possible risk of Hungarian 
Cities bonds or the dividend possibili- 
ties of Jugo-Slovakian eight per centa. 

All of these men were Without pri- 
vate income and are out of work. Some 
of them have been without work for 
five years. It is true that they cannot 
get work. No one questions that. 
That is probably one reason why they 
evince so little worry about their con- 
tinued unemployment. 

Another reason is that Vienna is 
without any doubt the best place in 
the world for a man who its out of a 
job and wants to stay that way.

For more than an hour Slipper 
Breeze, the great British amateur, 
had watched the young men compet- 
ing in the Big Ten conference cham- 
pionship play the tenth hole at Knoll- 
wood. He had seen them get fives, 
sixes, sevens, and a few had needed 
eight strokes. 

Slipper’s face was a queer combina- 
tion of anger and amusement. He 
alternately frowned and smiled. Final- 
ly he rose and beckoned to his caddy. 

“TI don’t know what to say about 
this hole,”’ Breeze said to Jock Pirie, 
the pro.

M. PETERSON of Winnetka,

Chief Peterson as prosecutor, and 
with Leo P. Coe, 11930 Lafayette ave- 
nue, Chicago, the deferidant, charged 
with speeding 33 miles an hour in 
Sheridan road on May 29. It was pref- 
aced by the chief’s announcing that 
“this ain't no hick town, and we don’t 
intend to have anything pulled on us 
up here.” 


Coe, who drives a flivver, was ar- 
raigned, charged by Officer Scherbert 
with driving 33 miles an hour between 
Humboldt and Ash streets in Sheridan 
road, and, through his attorney, Cor- 
nelius J. Harrington of Chicago, en- 
tered a plea of not guilty. The stfor- 
ney explained that three competent 
witnesses would testify under oath that 
the defendant had mot exceeded a 


in Sheridan road between his starting 
point in Wilmette and his arrest, that 
the case involved a principle of justice 
in the entire motor vehicle law en- 
forcement system and that, in the in- 
terest of justice, witnesses had given 
their time and at no little expense 
lad decided to make a test case. 
With the chief squared away in 
front of the justice and interrupting 
the testimony every few minutes to 
object, Attorney Harrington began a 
cross-examination of Officer Scherbert, 
who testified that he had trailed Coe’s 
car and a car preceding him for three- 
quarters of a mile and checked the 
defendant's speed at 33 miles an hour, 
pulled both cars into the curb and 
issued arrest slips for the drivers.

tours, and finally that there will be 
state and national parks available for 


His summer vacation.

State parks vary in size from the 
1,850,000 acre recreation ranch of 
Adirondack park in New York to Dart 
Island State park, a one acre sand 
bar in the Connecticut river. Adiron- 
dack park is second in size only to Yel- 
lowstone National park. State parks 
fal roughly into two classes: first, 
parks for -purely recreational uses 
which comprise three-fifth of the 4,313,- 
000 acres set aside and, secondly, state 
forests which have been opened for 
recreation. The survey found that if 
all the land now the property of the 
states and capable of being used by the 
people were opened up as state parks, 
the area total would immediately run 
up to 10,000,000 acres. This acreage 
is equal to the combined area of Mas- 
gachusetts, Connecticut, and Rhode Is- 


land. 
State parks and forests serve an im- 
ortant place in inviting the summer 

migrations of tourist campers. Most 


of such tourists bring money into a 


state and add to the income of all 


classes. Seasonal conditions invite 
such tourists north in summer, and 
private and public provisions for enter- 
taining them are increasing every 
season. The deveim®pment of the cabin 
camp, with a central eating place, sur- 
rounded by snug one room shacks, with 
bed, stove, and other simple necessities, 
which grew up first in the west, has 
now extended east and ist be found 
in many public preserves as well as in 
private enterprise. 4 

Provisions of this kind are also 
developing along some of the great 
highways leading south, and the in- 
crease of public preserves in the states 
of the south and southwest will afford 
opportunities for this form of service 
to tourists. 

For example, take the trip which 
thousands of tourists make every year 
from New York to the western national 
preserves. Most of them take the Lin- 
coln highway, because of its fame and 
its general good surfacing. From Phil- 
adelphia it goes westward through New 
York and Hagerstown, and just beyond, 
near Chambersburg, are several of the 
state forests and forest parks of Penn- 
sylvania, which invite to overnight 
stops in woods and hills. Following it 
through Ohio, one may pause at the 
state park lake in Ohio, near Akron 
and Lima; and in Indiana by detouring 
a bit, on good state roads, may enjoy 
the state park at Lake James, in the 
northeastern corner. Leaving Chicago, 


one may stop at Starved Rock state 
park on the Illinois river near La Salle. 

Crossing Iowa, the Lincoln highway 
passes close to several of the state 
parks, including a very scenic one a‘ 
The Ledges, near Boone. Going 
through Nebraska on the same high- 


way, it would be worth while to turn) 


north at Bridgeport and stop a night in 
Chadron State park, and from there to 


igo on via Hot Springs and the Wind 


Cave Nationa! park, to the magnificent 
Custer State park, one of the finest in 
the whole country, on which South Da- 
kota has expended two million dollars. 
Thénce the Black and Yellow trail 
takes one directly to Yellowstone. 

Or, turning off the Lincoln in south- 
ern Pennsylvania, one may take the 
National Old Trails road througo 
Wheeling and after passing Zanesville, 
Q., turn south and explore some of the 
beautiful caves and gorges in Hocking 
county which have been lately ac- 
quired as state forest parks.

Clubs Arm for 
Annual War on 
New Motor Laws 


ITH almost half of the year 

1926 gone, motor clubs in 

every part of tne country are 

preparing now for a flood of 
motor vehicle legislation which, it is 
expected, will be ushered in with 1927. 
“Forty-two state legislatures will be 
in session next year,” says a Chicago 
Motor club bulletin, “and the legis- 
lative board of the American Automo- 
bile association is now urging the mo- 
torists of the nation to present a solid 
front against the radical legislation 
that is being discussed tw political and 
semi-political circles. 

“With forty-two state legislatures in 
session almost anything is likely to 
happen if the motorist does not watch 
his step. The average motorist is in- 
clined to think that bills in foreign 
states have no bearing upon his motor- 
ing interests. The truth of the matter 
is that harmful bills have an effect 
on the motorists of all states. The 
motorist who takes no interest in see- 
ing legislation inimical to the interests 
of the motorists of a neighboring state 


defeated is not working in his own 
best interests. 

“We must take a national view of 
legislation rather than a purely 
view, for when a law gets on the stat 
ute books of one state, especially 
extra taxation law, other states an 
quick to adopt it.

: EW motor car owners seem to 
realize how much cheaper lubri- 
cating oil is than repairs. The 
instructions that come with the 

car recommend changing the oil every 

five hundred miles and some people 
religiously attend to it. Many don’t. 

Some people have the habit of just 

adding to the oil; others just delay re- 

plenishing until trouble happens. We 
have had cars with as much as 77 per 
cent dilution that the owner says he 


'has changed oil every five to six hun- 


dred miles. He must have been mis- 
taken, and in these cars with high 
dilution the power is good but the ring 


_—- | 8€al is poor, showing the effect of the 


dilution on the wearing surfaces of the 
piston and cylinder and on the bear- 


| ings. 


It is a peculiar fact that oil dilution 
will not affect the power except to 
increase it, and this increase will con- 
tinue until the motor will sieze. We 
can also state a case in which a car 
knocked so ly that the driver told 
us there were three rod bearings gone. 
The oil dilution was high and the ofl 
level low. When the oil was drained 
less than a pint was drained out where 
five quarts should have been. Fresh 


oil was put in and the loose rods and 
everything else loose disappeared and 
the motor, which should have been a 
wreck, was as sound as a drum. In 
this case it was very apparent that the 
pistons, due to no lubrication and the 
resulting friction, became so hot that 
‘pre-ignition occurred. In this par- 
ticular case we believe that had the 
car been driven home in the same 
condition in which it arrived it would 
have been a wreck. 

We have also had cars where the 
oil in the crank case was full of a 
saponified matter which plugged up 
the outlet to such an extent that work 
Was necessary to get the stuff out. 
This condiion was undoubtedly due to 
not changing the oil and adding oil of 


various brands indiscriminately. 


We have also had cases where in re- 
pairing motors care has not be#n exer- 
cised in cleaning out the oil leads to 
the bearings. Such carelessness results 
in doing a great deal of the work a 
second time and in one case the crank 
shaft had to be dropped, which neces- 
sitated also dropping the fly wheel 
housing and transmission, all due to 
a repairman’s carelessness. 

One case we had recently revealed 
the valves and valve seats were all 
very badly pitted. This trouble had 
been bothering the owner for some 
time. Our only deduction on the case 


was that this was caused by poor oil, 
which the car owner verified by stat- 
ing that he had been using a cheap oil 
and also by the fact that after the 
valves had been ground and a good 


inated. 

The driver of a car should keep pe- 
riodically watching his oil pressure 
gauge, because a decided drop in pres- 
sure is a sure indication of some- 
thing going wrong. It may be that 
the level is low, or that a bearing 
is getting worn, or that the oil is get- 
ting very badly diluted. The pressure 
gauge will naturally read high when 
the oil is cold and thick, and the pres- 
sure gradually dropping a little as the 
oil warms up, but the owner will soon 
acquaint himself with the right pres- 
sures. 

Another case of a little thing which 
was worrying a car owner was a pe- 
culiar noise in the motor which he 
had had no success in locating. This 
we traced to a water pump bearing 
which was worn, due to the alemite 
fitting not allowing any lubricant to 
pass it. The automobile owner should 
avoid lubricants which are so stiff 
that they channel and which do not 
lubricate until the bearing has become 
hot enough to melt them. This is par- 
ticularly the case with wheels, differ.

Dust Nuisance 


ITH the heavy traffic season 

approaching, the Minnesota 

highway department has be- 

gun treating the more heavily 
traveled trunk highways with calcium 
chioride, oil, or tar. The main pur- 
pose of this treatment is to save the 
road surface and save maintenance ex- 
pense. Incidentally the treatment lays 
the dust, and by many motorists this 
feature is appreciated more than the 
benefit to the road surface.

$350 a mile and oll or tar $1,200 a 
mile, but the latter is considered more 
lasting and capable of carrying heavi- 
er traffic.

would result in calamity to the whole 
continent, for it is the foundation crop 
of the live stock industry. Do away 
with corn and the live stock would 
suffer and farmers would be forced to 
fatten their animals on~grains that 
turn out animal fats inferior to those 
produced where corn is fed. Beef and 
pork will go sky high when farmers 
fail on corn. 

Farmers depend upon corn primarily 
to fatten cattle, hogs and sheep. It is 
estimated that there were approx? 
mately $1,114,818,916 worth of cattle, 
hogs and sheep sold on the sixty-four 
terminal live stock markets last year, 
and much of it was in reality ‘‘ corn on 
the hoof.” More than 58 per cent of 
feed fed to animals in this country is 
corn, No one doubts the important re- 
lationship between corn and live stock 
when he stops to consider that 90 per 
cent of corn is fed to animals. 

Despite the surplus and low prices 
there was nearly $2,000,000,000 worth 
of corn grown in the United States last 
year. Erasing that big figure alone 
from the farmer's slate would be 
enough to stun the nation’s prosperity. 
But there are other pins that would be

Meat Prices Would Soar. 


The European corn borer may easily 
spread across the entire corn belt 
within a few years regardless of the 
fight being made with men and money 
to keep it within the present quaran- 
tine. lines. 

Anything that cuts the corn crop 
will cause the price to advance and in 
a short time meat prjces would be 
forced upward. There is an element in 
the contro] measures that will increase 
the price of growing corn immediately. 
Much of the corn in. the central west 
states is hogged down, hogs are turned 
into the fields to harvest the crop, and 
this, according to University of Illi- 
nois feed and crop experts, cuts the 
cost of producing and harvesting 15 
per cent.

FOUR STAGES OF EUROPEAN CORN BORER.—Nime years ago 
these amwelcome immigrants came into the United States and Canada and 
ere now spread over 100,000 square miles. Here's the reason for their 
repid increase: The female adult loys from 250 to 1,200 eggs each season 
on corn blades (a white patch of eggs is shown in the bottle at the top de- 
posited on a piece of corn blade). Tiny larvae or worms come from the 
eggs and grow into the borer shown here between the male moth on the 
left, and the female on the right. The brown pupa, the shuttle shaped 
object between the bottle and the borer, is the fourth stage. The moths 
come from the pupae in the spring and start the cycle all over again. The 
picture shows the pest enlarged almost three times its natural size. 


MAP OF EUROPEAN CORN BORER INFESTATION.—The three 
blaekened areas on this map show the extent of the European corn borer 
infestation in the northeastern part of the United States and Canada. The 
pest is within 25 miles of the Indiana-Ohio state line and is rapidly spread 
ing despite strict quarantine measures.

It is always in excellent taste, 
and many of the Paris grand couturiers 
prefer it to all others. : 

Our first model, which may rightly 
be called “une grande success” of 
the spring seagon uses the simplest of 
silk fringe. It is a heavy and supple 
one, about five inches in depth, and 
Jean Patou, who created the model, 
has employed it expertiy on a tiered 
gown. The color js white throughout, 
without one atomfof variation, which

This map af Paris is one of the novelties of ihe 
spring and falls into the same group of surprises as do the 
stained glass window patterns and those recruiting scenes 
from the Exposition of Paris. Needless to say, such star- 
ting effects demand temperate treatment. They cannot be 
used in all over effect. In other words, don’t let us be mis- 
guided by our map of Paris. Let us follow it only through 
certain allotted sections of frock or coat. 

Often the tunic frock employs a method directly opposite 
to the one practiced in this model. That is to say, the tunic 
is of the printed material while the under garment is plain. 
The latter technique has certain obvious advantages, to 
which fact a friend of mine bears abundant testimony. 
This fnend is a French woman who presides over. the des- 
tinies of a certain noted shop, and the last time I saw her 
she was wearing a flowered chiffon made in eoat style to fall 
over a sleeveless slip of harmonizing crépe. 

“T wore it all last summer,” said she, “and never did 1 
know such comfort. It was so cool, you see, and when it 
got soiled I washed it myself in gasoline. And then I can 
always use it with different colored slips, so that I do not 
get so tired of it. For a business woman what could be 
more ideal? ” 

In this connection I revert immediately to my former 
words concerning the vogue of the coat dress developed in 
transparent fabrics. Such fabrics are often printed chiffons. 
These coat dresses yield themselves readily to the. doctrine 
of a combination cf plain and patterned materials and their 
tailored interpretation is offset, not only by the feminine 
grace of the chosen fabric, but by sleeves which frequently 
forsake the long fitted contours for that cooler and more. 
graceful development, the bell shaped flounce. The latter 
is one of the fashionable sleeves of the summer and we show 
it here in connection with our fifth sketch. 

Black chiffon is starred in this fifth model, and in passing 
let me say that this fabric in this shade has scored almost 
as heavily with our summer days as with our summer eve- 
nings. Black chiffon alone or black chiffon in alliance with 
printed chiffon—here is one of the favorite fashion themes 
of the year. In this frock, created by a famous New York 
house, we find the black cHiffon draped over a sleeveless 
slip of printed chiffon.

This is developed in a modern- 
istic floral print of chiffon and its sole effort at contrast is 
contrasted in cuffs and side insets of écru lace.

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STRAWBERRY SERVICE. 
T i nothing new under the sun 
to serve stnawberries with their 
bulls on. A picture twenty years 
wack, as handsome as any itn @ 


fine seed catalogue, has for its sub- 


ject seven huge garden strawberries 
around a truncated cone of sugar, in 
the center of a bread and butter plate. 
Here is proof, if we needed it, that 
this way of serving strawberries dates 
back at least two decades. When 
strawberries are fully ripe, and have 


- pot been packed one against another, 


this is an ideal way to serve them. 
They may so be as exquisite to the 
taste as they are handsome to the 
sight. 

There is more thai one bite to the 
highly cultivated garden strawberry, 
but the biting of strawberries from 
their hulls is as anmsient a practice 
undoubtedly as the eating of apples out 
of hand. The ancient Romans surely 
ate strawberries (fragwria) thus, and 


anybody who will gathe@r a bouquet of. 


field strawberries this June day, or 
any June day—half a dozen: or more 
on one long stem—can reasonably feel, 
as he bites them off one by one, that 
he is eating something as near to 
nectar as anything our old earth has 
produced. 

We can hardly pass by the ancient 
statement about God never having 
made a better berry, for one reason 
because there was never any saying 
about food more often carelessly men- 
tioned by writers than this. I have 
found Emerson being credited with 
having made it, and the old bishop who 
did say it, probably, is sometimes 
spoken of as Dr. Butker, while his 
Mame perhaps was Boteler. Perhaps 


{t was the philosopher Bacon that 


said it, or some one who, like him, 
loved gardens, in some ancient day. 

But the importamt thing ts to get the 
strawberries which wil! justify that af- 
firmation. Picked on a hot June day, 
the only kind of a day that will ripen 
them to perfection, the wild strawberry 
has a fragrance and flavor that is sur- 
passingly perfect. It is the true rose of 
fruits. That ancient name “ fragaria” 
may have referred to its fragility, or it 
may have been given this fruit osqnuse 
of its odor. 

Large oranges in their papers may 
yleld almost as exquisite a perfume 
as the strawberry, which at its best is 
as dainty and sweet as that of any 
flower that blows. And we would em- 
phasize this in order that the world 


_may not forget the wild stra‘wberry, 


and let it waste its sweetness on all 
but the desert air. 

Once upon a time tw wornen were 
ériving where wild strawberries grew. 
The country-bred person wanted to de- 
lay and get a bouquet of the fruit. The 
city-bred woman was not ested, 
and when she saw the wild berries 
aha. “Let us wait and come . back 
when they are bigger.” 

A man or woman who has net seen 
strawberries growing, preferably wild 
ones, has lost a part of his or her 
And a bouquet of them— 
none ‘can be prettier or sweeter than 
one made of the heavily laden stems 


. of the wild strawberries which country 


children may pick in field, or on hill, or 
prairie, or mountain sides, whether

own washed and crisped leaves prefer- 
ably, and on a plate with a cone of 
sugar in the center. Those who like 
berries without the sugar can eat them 
so, and those who like to tip them in 
sugar can. Use confectioners’ sugar 
and paek it into some tiny cup or 
glass. The old directions say: “ Make 


a mold of powdered sugar in 1 wine 


glass and turn it out on a smal! plate.” 
This meant a giass holding about four 
tablespoons. The little glass beakers 
With which we measure one and two 
tablespoons of liquid, and which have 
been deservedly exploited in the boxes 
80 entertainingly gotten up with prac- 
tical little things of this sort for the 
kitchen, is quite ideal for making 
cones of sugar shaped exactly like the 
great “sugar hats” weighing. many 
pounds. 

Pack in the sugar, turn the plate 
over, invert the whole, lift beaker, and 
there stands your handsome white 
cone around which you may serve 
Strawberries or other fruit. It is se 
pretty that it invites you to find other 
ways to use it. 


The Strawberry Season. 


There is an enormous difference be- 


tween strawberries at the peak of 
their home grown season and other 
sorts. And they may vary greatly 
from season to season, because it re 
quires good weather or perfect ripen- 
ing weather to get these or any berry 
at their best. This should be realized 
by any one who wishes to preserve 
strawberries in any way. Only dull 


and dry summer weather develops. 


the full fragrance or bouquet of a 
berry upon which so much of? the 
delicacy of its flaver depends. An 
odorless berry makes a poor preserve 
or jam, impossibly poor to worthless, 
and as nearly unedible as any cooked 
fruit can be. In our north temperate 
zone the Fourth of July berry is often 
the best flavored of the year. But 
August yields some wonderful berries 
around and beyond Frenchman s¢ bay 
on the Atlantic ocean, where Bar Har- 
bor is, and beyond which is Nova 
Scotia. An entertaining essay could 
be written about the nationa': quali- 
ties of this berry, and where it is now 
grown and by whom. 
Sterilizing Strawberries. 

We look on a rather unlovely re- 
verse of the medal when we consider 
the market berry, which so seldom 
has much, if any, fragarnce, and is de- 
cidedly dirty, so much so as to be 
unsafe eating if tt is not washed well, 
or even sterilized. Strawberries need 
not be injured by washing them, if 
they are poured gently into a pan of 
cold water, gently lifted from it and 
well drained before they are hulled. 

At this season we begin to hear of 


many’ troubles from eating this and 


that. A food may get the blame that is 
entirely due to the dirt on its surface, 
invisible dirt. Strawberry plants [1] 
are packed in stable straw; [2] the 
hands of strawberry pickers are not 
likely to be immaculate, nor anywhere 
near surgically clean; [3] dust of store 
and often of street coats the fruit. and 
they have [4] some of the soil on them 
in which they were grown. Sand and 
loose dirt will come off mainly in cold 
water dousing. Some people put them 
in a collander and douse them up and 
down in water. After washing and hull- 
ing them, fine berries may be scalded 
by pouring boiling water over them and 
pouring it instantly off—having them 
well spread out so that each straw- 
berry will get its douse of hot water— 
and then pouring them into cold water 
again, and lifting and draining them 
well from it. Good firm berries will 
come out bright and firm and plump 
after such treatment, and far safer for 
a person of low endurance to eat than 
herries merely waehed People of iow 


But we leave it to your taste. 


endurance are often extra eager to eat 
just such things, and they ought to be 
made entirely safe for them. People 
of high endurance can swallow the 
most virulent germs and not be made 
sick by 


as clean food as can be oe 
terly clean foods also have 
tues besides those of not et wi al 
our health.

Health in the Strawberry. 

Something of superstition, and some- 
thing of actual truth, is to be found 
in the medical lore about the straw- 
berry, an “acidulated aqueous fruit,” “. 
as most fruits are, credited with —) 
ing a higher percentage of mineral |§ 
matter —tron, lime, etc.—than any 
other of these watery and acid flavored, 
products of the soil. Because of these 
minerals, it is considered a fine fruit 
for the anemic or “demineralized” 
people, and has been given as 4) 
“cure” for this and other troubles, 
with definite doses. Whether rightly 
or not, Strawberries have been forbid- 
den in skin diseases, but the chances 
are that if people suffering with a 
skin disease ate strawberries, and 
were hurt, it was because of the dirt 
upon them. 

It is a more or less well established 
fact that some people will get hives 
after eating strawberry shortcake 
when they have nothing of the sort 
on eating the fruit alone. In this 
case the combination may be blamed, 
while cooked strawberries in a similar 
combination would not produce this 
reaction. But on the whole strawber- 
ries confer on humanity all the bene- 
fits that are ascribed to fruits in gen- 
eral, and these are many besides those 
peculiarly their own, 

Strawberry Juice. | 

The acidulated and fragrant juice 
of the strawberry is delightful for 
flavoring the fruit punches, while a 
few whole berries may seem actually 
desolate and crude floating around on 
a bowl of such drink. But to get 
the juice or to use the crushed ber. 
ries for this and other services may 
seem extravagant on account of the 
apparent shrinkage, yet this is justifi- 
able on account of the preciousness 
of the juice or puree. 

When strawberries are to be crushed 
for use they should be prepared as 
soon as possible after they come from 
market, partly because one bad berry 
in a box may infect others around ‘+ 
and, again, because when we use sugar 
and leave it to draw out the juice we 
may have the juice and stil! have the 
the bulky part for other services. The 
sugar also preserves them for some 
hours, when they might deteriorate 
considerably if they stood packed: in 
a box. At any rate, it is always the 
best to pour them out of a box and 
let them lie loosely, if nothing else is 
done, 

Glazing Strawberries, and a Glaze. 

The recipe for the strawberry glaze 
we have reason to believe will bear 
frequent repeating, for it is one of the 
things we may almost with safety cal! 
“new,” but we hesitate to call it so 
because we often hear of something 
called new when it is actually as old |. 
as the hills. 

The giaze is made by ‘cooking to 
220 degrees.an equal measure ef sieved 
strawberries and sugar plus a little 
lemon juice, about a tablespoon to an 
original large pint of berries.

MAKING SLIP COVERS. 

LIP covers made of cretonne or 

old fashioned chintz are nice 

things to have—particularly if 

one has chairs with wood backs 
and seats. Then, too, one sometimes 
has a couch or upholstered chair that 
needs doing over, and if you are not 
ready to assume that expense a slip 
cover will solve the problem nicely 
for the time being. , 

There are many stunning patterns, 
showing stripes, birds, baskets of flow- 
ers, etc., that require careful planning 
and cutting. but the small, all over 
design is attractive, and much easier 
to work with, and doesn’t take as 
much material. 

The materia) is pinned or fastened 
vith thumb tacks to the piece of fur- 
niigre and cut while fastened. Take a 
couch or Gavenport, for instance. You 
would lay a length of the materia! up 
the inside of the back, in the middle of 
the length, beginning at the back edge 
at the top, and pinch up the cloth dou- 
ble at each end of the framework 

across the top to imitate a French 


seam about %4 inch in width. Then 
lay the material smoothly down over 
the back and see if the design is right 
side up, and if the most prominent 
Part comes in the middle of the depth 
of the back. Ifa small, all over design 
is used you will only have to see that 
the design is right side up. 

‘When the seat is reached tuck it in 
well, so it won't pull out easily, watch- 
ing at the same time that it is where 
it belongs, at the top. Then, keeping 
it straight, pin up another French 
seam when the front edge of the seat 
is reached, then put a pin in at the 
floor length, and, allowing about two 
inches for a hem, cut it off straight to 
a thread. 

If the material has to be pieced it is 
better to do it each side of a middle 
length matching the pattern perfectly. 
Next lay the material on the inside 
of an arm, and lay the material for 
the back and seat in place; and then 
pin the armpliece to the back, making 
a right side seam. When you pin the 
seat and lower part of the arm to- 
gether you can slant the armpiece to- 
ward the back so it is as much longer 
as the part that tucks in at the bottom 
of the vack. Then pin the bottom of 
the armpiece to the seat. Do the same 
at the other end. Then cut the arm- 
pieces off across the tap, allowing at 
least % inch for finishing. 

The strip to cover the arms has to be

Harking back to the motorists for a moment, the bridge 
which has been under construction on Sheridan road where it 
turms at the county line the other side of Glencoe will be fin- 
ished well before the opening night of the opera season.

Victualry as a Fine Art 


By H. L. Mencken. 
OME time ago, functioning as a magazine editor, I es- 
sayed to get hold of some articles on the American 
cuisine. At once I discovered that the number of 
American authors capable of writing upon the subject, 
charmingly and at first hand, was so small as to be sub- 


stantially equal to the number of honest prohibition agents. 
After six months’ search, in fact, I found but three, and one 
ef them had been lItving ‘ebroad for years and ancther had 


Iived there since childhood. Even the third was scarcely 2 
100% American, for he had traveled extensively, and though 
he was holding a public office in Washington when I found 

he confessed tn the first sentence of his article that he 
wished the Volstead act were repealed and the Hon. Mr. 
Volstead himeelf in hell. 


I speak here, of course, of authors competent to write of 
victualing as a fine art. Of cooking-school marma, of course, 
we have aplenty, and we also have a vast and cocksure 
rabble of dietitians, some of them more or less scientific. 
But it must be obvious that the cooking-sechool marm knows 
very little about voluptuous eating, and that the dietitian is 
tts enemy. The marm, indeed, seldom shows any sign that 
the flavor of victuals interests her. The thing she is primarily 
interested in, to borrow a term from surgery, is the cosmetic 
effect. In the women’s magazines she prints pretty pictures 
of her masterpieces, often in full color. They look pre 
cisely like the dreadful titbits one encounters in the more 
high-toned sort of tea-rooms, and at wedding breakfasts. One 


}a@mires them as spectacles, but eating them is something 


else again. 

Moreover, the marm is primarily a cook, not an epicure. 
She is interested in materials and processes, not in gustatory 
effects. When she invents a new way to ufilize the hard 
heel of a ham, she believes that she has achieved something, 
though even the house-cat may gag at it. Her efforts are to 
the art of the cordon bleu what those of a house painter 
are to those of a Cézanne. She is a pedagogue, not an artist. 
The fact that she is heeded in the land, and her depressing 
concoctions solemnly devoured, is sufficient proof that Amer- 
icans do not respect their palates. 


Why this should be so I don’t know, for here in this great 
republic we have the materials for the most superb victualry 
the world has ever seen, and our people have the money to 
pay for it. Even the poorest Americano, tndeed, eats rel- 
atively expensive food. His wife knows nothing of the hard 
pinching that entertains her French sister. He has meat in 
abundance and in considerable variety, and a great wealth of 
fruits and vegetables. Yet he eats badly, gets very little 
enjoyment out of his meals, and is constantly taking pills. 
The hot dog is the reductio ad absurdum of American eating. 
The Sicilian in the ditch, though he can never be President, 
knows better: he puts a slice of onion between his slabs of 
bread, not a cartridge filled with the sweepings of the 
abattoirs. | 


. This national taste for bad food seems all the more re- 


markable when one recalls that the United States, more than 
any other country of the modern world, has been enriched 
by immigrant cuisines. Every fresh wave of newcomers has 
brought in new dishes, and many of them have been of the 
highest merit. But very few of them have been adopted by 
the natives, and the few have been mainly inferior. From 
the Italians, for example, we have got only spaghetti; it ts 
now so American that it is to be had in cans. But spaghetti 
is to the Italian cuisine simply what eggs are to the Spanish: 
a raw material. We eat it as only those Italians eat it who 
are on the verge of ceasing to eat at all. Of the multi- 
tudinous ways in which it can be cooked and garnished we 
have learned but one, and that one is undoubtedly thé worst. 

So with the German sauerkraut—a superb victual when 
properly prepared for the table. But how often, in America, 
is it properly prepared? Perhaps once in 100,000 times. 
Even the Germans, coming here, lose the art of handling ft 
as it deserves, It becomes in their hands, as in the hands of 
American cooks, simply a sort of stewed hay, with overtones 
of the dishpan. To encounter a decent dish of it in an 
American eating house would be as startling as to’ encounter 
a decent soup. 


What ails our victualry, principally, is the depressing 
standardization that ails everything else American. There 
was a time when every American eating house had its spe- 
cialties, and many of them were excellent. One did not 
expect to find the same things everywhere. One went to 
on¢@ place for roast goose, and to another for broiled soft 
crabs, and to another for oysters, and to yet another for 
mutton chops. Rolls made the old Parker house in Boston 
famous, and terrapin a la Maryland did the same for 
Barnum’s and Guy's hotels in Baltimore. 

This specialization still prevails in Europe. The best 
restaurants in Paris—that is, the best in the epicurean, not 
in the fashionable, sense—do not profess to offer the whole 
range of the French cuisine. Each has tts specialty, ani 
upon that specialty the art of the chef is lavished, aided by 
prayer and fasting. His rivals in other places do not try to 
meet and best him on his own ground. They let -him have 
his masterpiece and devote themselves to perfecting master- 
pieces of their own. Thus victualing in France continues to 
show a great variety and a never failing charm. One may 
eat superbly every day and never encounter a dish that is 
merely eatable: The Parisians look forward to dinner as a 
Tennessean looks forward to his evening bout with the 
Scriptures. 

But in America the public cooks have all abandoned spe- 
cialization, and every one of them seems bent upon cooking 
as nearly as possible like all the rest. The American hotel 
meal is as rigidly standardized as the parts of a flivver, and 
so is the American restaurant meal. The loca] dishes, in all 
eating houses pretending to any tone, are banned as low. 
So one hunts in vain in Boston for a decent plate of beans, 
and in Baltimore for a decent mess of steamed hard crabs. 
and in St. Louis for a decent rasher of catfish. They are 
obtainable, perhaps, but only along the wharves. One must 
take a squad of police along to enjoy them in safety. 


What remains? A series of dishes fit only for diners who 
are hurrying to catch trains—tasteless roasts, banal] beef- 
steaks, cremated chops, fish drenched in unintelligible sauces, 
greasy potatoes, and a long repertoire of vegetables with no 
more taste than baled shavings. The bill of fare is the same 
everywhere, and nowhere is it interesting. Within the last 
year I have been in the ‘heart of New Engiand and in the 
heart of the south. In both places the hotels offered the 
same standardized cuisine. In neither was there any culinary 
sign that I was not in Chicago or New York. In New 
England the brown bread was indistinguishable from the 
stuff served on Pullman dining cars, and in the south there 
was no corn bread at all. 

I dare say that the Pullman diner has done much to bring 
in this standardization. Distané¢es are so great in tho federal 
union that the man who does much traveling eats most of 
his meals on trains. So he gets used to dishes that all taste 
alike, whatever their ostensible contents, and ends by being 
unable to distinguish one from another. Thus he is indit- 
ferent to novelty, and perhaps hostile to it. The hotels give 
him what he wants. If he protested often enough and loudly 
enough they would turn out their present crews of street 
railway curve greasers and locomotive firemen and put im 
cooks. 

I leave the meals served on Pullman diners for a separate 
treatise. They are botched by the effort to give them the 
delusive variety of the appalling meals served in American 
hotels. In a kitchen two feet wide and eleven feet long 


| four or five honest but uninspired Aframericans try to con- 


coct fifteen or twenty different dishes. They naturally spot] 
all of them. On the continent of Burope all meals served on 
trains are table d’héte. Their principal dishes are cooked, 
not on the train, but at the terminals. They are always 
appetizing and often excellent. Light wines and beers wash 
them down. The dining cars are hideous With gaudy adver- 
tisernents—one sees inside what one sees outside in America— 
but the chow does not insult the palate. At home I have to 
eat marty meals in Pullman diners. I always order the same 
thing. It ts impossible for even a Pullman cook to spoil 


ham and eggs.

Artistically, These Were Best. 

Variety’s figures on the successes and semi-successes ot 
the season were printed in last Sunday’s Triscunzs. If you 
are interested in taking from those lists the ten best of all, or 
at least the ten I personally am awarding the honor, you may 
paste this list in your bonnets for later reference: 

“ Craig’s “Wife,” by George Kelly, a perfect character 
study and the Pulitzer prize winner. 

“The Green Hat,” by Michael Arien, which got 231 per- 
formances before it quit in March. 

“The Great God Brown,” by Eugene O'Neill, something 
of a masked mystery, but pleasantly absorbing if you happen 
to be interested in Mr. O'Neill and his work. 

“The Last of Mrs. Cheyney,” by Frederick Lonsdale, a 
society crook drama that fascinates, partly by reason of its 
author’s wit and partly by Ina Claire’s charm. 

“The Enemy,” by Channing Pollock, a wartime editorial 
vigorously rewritten in terms of human drama. 

“The Bride of the Lamb,” by William Hurlbut, an emo- 
tional tour de force based on the adventure of a Billy Sunday 
type of evangelist boarding at the home of a complex ridden 
Freudian small town wife during the week of his revival. 

“The Butter and Egg Man,” by George Kaufman, a smart 
Broadway comedy in the best Times Square manner and 
speech. 

“The Wisdom Tooth,” a wistful and human fantasy 
carrying a carbon copy New Yorker back to search his youth 
for the boy he used to be. ’ 

“Young Woodley,” by John Van Druten, an intimate 
and honest study of an English boarding school adolescent; 
and 
“The Dybbuk,” by S. Ansky, a Yiddish classic in which 
the soul tragedy of a temporarily defeated true love is 
movingly set forth. 

Six of these authors, Kelly, O'Neill, Pollock, Hurlbut, 
Kaufman, and Connelly, are Americans; two, Lonsdale and 
Van Druten, are English; Arlen, born an Armenian, is Eng- 
lish by adoption, and Ansky is a Jew. ; 

Last season all ten of the plays I included in the Mantle 
yearbook were of American authorship, but that record was 
unusual and not previously duplicated in the six years the 
book has been an annual. 


In Need of Cleaning. 

Going back to the question of morals and the current 
drama, it would be difficult to find more than a dozen plays 
in the fifty-seven that deserve to be sent to the cleaners on 
general principles. 

“The Shanghai Gesture” and “ Lulu Belle,” of course, 
are old and, I may add, extremely popular offenders, “Cradle 
Snatchers” is admittedly vulgar, but usually the confused 
playgoer, admitting as much, follows the confession with 
another that when she saw it she laughed fit to kill. 

“The Green Hat” is a bold play concerned with as guilty 
a love life as that of Marguerite Gautier or Paula Tanqueray, 
greatly softened by the basically wholesome personality of 
Katharine Cornell. “The Vortex,” wherever it is, is an ugly 
play, but dramatically effective. 

“Gay Paree,” “‘ Village Follies,” “A Night in Paris,” and 
“Great Temptations ” are flesh shows deliberately designed to 
excite and entertain the yokelry of Long Island, Westchester, 
Broadway, New Jersey, and states west. “Sex” is a tough 
play toughly played. “Kongo” is a rough spade-naming 
melodrama that has given offense to many sensitive people, 


' Dut few of them have walked out on it. 


The rest are 98 per cent clean. Sway backed extremists 
might object that there are plain words and a harlot repre- 
senting the earth mother in “The Great God Brown,” and 
that “The Last of Mrs. Cheyney” paints wrong doing at- 
tractively in that it permits Ina Claire to marry an English 
lord after she has devoted years to the development of\ her 
talents as a thief that she may rob the rich. 

There is also a seduction, liquor, and a touch of Long 
Isiahd party life in “ The Great Gatsby,” but death is the 
wage of sin and nobody goes wrong for good in the play, so 
{ts effect ia probably as moral as anything else. 

* 
Two “Virtue” Dramas. | 

The two “ Virtue” dramas, which may sound question- 
able, really are not. “A Lady's Virtue” details the adven- 
ture of a young married woman who seeks to pay off her 
husband’s flirtation with a grand opera singer by flying to 
the arms of a waiting lover. Once there, however, she re 
coils violently and reforms completely. ‘“‘ Easy Virtue” is a 
quite correct version of the age old conflict following a 
younger son’s acquirement of a wife whose past has been 
slightly spotted. She tries to adapt herself to the conven- 
tions of a strict and narrow English home and bolts the 
house when she realizes finally how sadly misplaced she is. 

“The Vagabond King” and “Song of the Flame” are 
the operetta hits of the year. “Sunny,” the familiar Marilyn 
Miller riot; “ Tip-Toes,” the most popular of the lighter mu- 
sical comedies; “ Dearest Enemy,’ the lily white and nobly 
patriotic darling of them all; “ No, No, Nanette,” the inter- 
national household pet; “The Cocoanuts,” the highly spe- 
cialized Marxians’ freak triumph; “ Thé Girl Friend,” and 
‘ Kitty’s Kisses” fair to average music plays, with an 
amusing touch of vaudeville humor are others. 

It is a trivial list, take it all in all. And the fact that it 
is trivial is rather more serious than the fact that it is 
spoted with bold and ugly drama. When the fifty-seven 
plays for which a population of millions, resident and tran- 
sient, has paid the most money to see cannot produce three 
or four plays boasting a thoughful or philosophical content 
of any worth whatsoever, it speaks as sadly for the public as 


‘tt does for the producers. We cannot blame the playwrights. 


lf we do they turn and rend us with the statement that they 
must write what they can sell.

This Thing and That 


‘Thing of the Theater

ESPITE weather that has been perfect for theater- 
going, the managers complain that there isn't echough 
business to warrant their feeling happy. Managers talk 
that way at times: come to think of it, at all times 
save when the weather isn’t perfect for theater-going; and 
then they talk about the weather. However, it is true that, 
considering the general merit of 
the plays and shows in town,— 
each in kind,—attendance Has 
been distinctly off in the last five 
or six weeks. Some of them are 
cut-rating; and they are the enes 
that may be said to show a frank 
knowledge of what they are worth 
to the spectator. There is ample 
variety among the good ones;— 
and two of these are the victims 
of bad salesmanship. 
A recent error in my daily 
column in THs TRIBUNBS has 
evoked more than two hundred 
letters. Telling of Lieutenant 
Sousa’s new humoresque, “ The 
Wets and the Drys,” I mentioned’ 
“My Alamo Love,” in Richard 
Carle's “The Tenderfoot,” as 
among the melodic “songs about 
rivers” he might utilize, and quoted what I thought was the 
first line of the refrain—‘“ I met my love on the Alamo.” The 
letter-writers were eager to let me know that the preposition 
should have been in—not on. . Now, I had remembered it as 
on through the two decades and more after I first heard Mr. 
Carle and his company sing it, and, when he revived the 
merry piece in 1909 in the Colonial, I had easily recaptured 
the old laugh of derision for the actor-author’s mistake in 
supposing that the Alamo was a river. Thus fortified, | gave 
no heed to the letters of correction until they exceeded one 
hundred in number, whereupon I hit upon the novel notion 
of looking up the printed text, so that, with fresh proof that 
I was right, I could zestfully turn out a casual paragraph 
that would make the letter-writers ashamed of having ques- 
tioned my inerrancy.

Some years ago, when a little company of French 
players was holding forth in the Central, the request 
of one of the characters to see the day's Figaro was 
met with a copy of THs CHicaco ‘TRIBUNE. Later, 
at one of the plays about Perlmutter and Potash, a 
character handed Barney Bernard a copy of the Dear- 
born Independent when he asked to see the New-York 
Times. Newspapers printed in English one frequently 
sees used as “props” in plays whose locale is Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, where-not. 

But the best of the scores of chuckles I took 
from last Sunday’s opening in the Garrick of “ By- 
the-Way ” was when an English-bred, English-speak- 
ing actor, representing an English-bred, English- 
speaking character, calmly pretended to be reading 
a copy of the Herald and Examiner!

Here and There in Music. 


From the press of Oliver Ditson in. 
the Music Students’ library comes ni 
new work by Howard Wells of Chi- 
cago and Wilmette called “ The Pian- 
ist's Thumb.” As the title indicates, 
it is a technical discussion. Recogniz- 
ing the fact that the thumb is not 
set on the hand in the same manner 
as the other fingers and that it nor- 
mally does not operate on the same 
plane, Mr. Wells has put together a 
series of exercises, some borrowed, 
others his own, to train the thumb 
out of the difficulties that its own 
physical conformation creates for the 
pianist, together with concise but far 


reaching explanations thereof. 


Intended for both teacher and stu- 
dent, it treats of the thumb introduc- 
tory, the thumb reaching various in- 
tervals under the hand, the thumb in 
seales, the thumb in arpeggios, and 
the thumb lyric. With the amount 
of material of Mr. Wells’ presentation 
fully digested, it would seem that no 
thumb problems ought ever to annoy 
any pianist. In fact, a perusal of 
the book leads to the suspicion that 
he has given more than the.average 
pianist will ever need. Trt how- 
ever, if it is a fault, is entirely on 
the safe side,

Great Weapon in Hands 


of Government. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 
LONDON, June 12.—The British gen- 
eral strike, now that its elements and 
its aftermath may be estimated, has 
proved the potency of wireless broad- 
‘casting as a political weapon in the 


use has done much to dispel, in the 
minds of government chiefs, that bug- 
bear of revolutionary outbreaks, 
whether industrial or political—the 
power of the press in the hands of the 
opposition. 

It is a historical platitude that one 
of the first steps of governments for 
the last two hundred years, when fac- 
ing a revolutionary outbreak was to 
supress the newspapers. This prac- 
tice was a corollary of any uprising in 
recent European history. Mussolini’s 
tampering with the press of Italy when 
he needed to obscure his motives is the 
most recent sample. 

Commandeers Radio. 

In a free country like Britain where 
it is difficult for either the government 
or the organized trade movement to 
suppress, with immunity, the sources 
of public information, the significance 
of the wireless broadcasting becomes 
more apparent. In this case it was 
the organized labor movement which 
tried to cut off the source of news. The 
government with difficulty got out the 
“ British Gazette.” But, even had this 
improvised organ: not existed, the Brit- 
ish government was in possession of a 


:| means of keeping the public thorough- 


ly informed of all that was going on 
through its ingenious step in com- 
mandeering the British Broadcasting 
company and broadcasting every night 
the same chronicle of events which the 
British public was used to reading in 
its favorite morning newspaper. 


immense value of broadcasting has 
begun to be realized. All parties in 
the present crisis admit that it has 
been largely instrumental in prevent- 
ing the outbreak of serious disorders 
and panics. 

Caretaker Reassured. 

As an example the caretaker who 
lives in the basement of THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent’s house was kept from 
becoming panicky one night because 


hat 10:30 she turned on her.radio and 


heard Stanley Baldwin announce 
that “government reports show that 
the situation is calm.” She heard her 
own prime minister’s voice and was 
thoroughly reassured. 

It is significant that there was no 
outbreak against the radio stat.ons on 
the part of the strike supporters;. 
they, too, found that the broadcasting 
service could be invaluable in dissemi- 
nating the official announcements of 
the trade unions as well as the gen- 
eral news of the strike progress. 

News was being received from all 
over the country—by telephone, tele- 
gram, and tape machine, while spe- 
cial messengers brought in the offi- 
cial announcements from the Trades 
Union congress and from the govern- 
ment. Communications were being 
made by the railway companies, the 
various government departments, and 
in some cases by the individual trades 
unions. 

One Gigantic Bulletin. 

All this information was compiled 
into one gigantic bulletin and sifted 
to its final form, which millions heard 
every day. Of course, the various 
broadcasting stations were closely 
guarded. 

Also significant is the fact that 
after the first few days of the strike 
the British Broadcasting company re- 
ceived a large number of requests to 
broadcast its summaries of the daily 
strike situation in French, German, 
and other languages. All Europe was 
listening in on what 2L0 had to say. 
It was not, of course, possible to do 
this as the B. B. C. staff had more 
than it could handle to keep the 
programs going in English. Neverthe- 
less, bulletins were picked up through- 
out France and, after having been 
translated, posted on the “ mairie”’ 
bulletin, board. 

Not since broadcasting has been in- 
troduced into England has there been 
such a boom in the wireless manu- 
facturing trade as that brought about 
by the strike. 

Strike Booms Radio Sales. 

Thousands on thousands of crystal 


.|sets were bought by the public, and, 


while official post office statistics of 
listening’ in licenses granted in- the 
period of the crisis are not yet avail- 
able, it is understood that the num- 
ber of listeners in in the London area 
alone have mare than doubled in the 
last three weeks. 

“The strike caused a wave of popu- 
larity for the broadcasting, which cer- 
tainly could not have been brought 
about in any other way,” said H. H. 
Clifford, secretary of the Wireless Re- 
tailers’ association. “The efficiency 
of the news broadcasted by the gov- 
ernment has appealed to thousands, 
and has induced people who would not 
otherwise have done so to instal] wire- 
less apparatus.” ‘ 

A number of retail shops in Lon- 
don sold out their stocks of instru- 
ments before the strike had ended, 
while nearly all the larger manufactur- 
ing concerns made record sales.

TO CHINA GOES 
50,000 MILES 


Visits U. S., France, 
and South Africa. 


HONOLULU, T. H., June 12.—An 
outstanding example of the amazing 
Strides that the radio amateur has 
made in the last few years is furnished 
by the record of a recent message that 
originated in the Hawaiian islands for 
delivery in China.

Show Weather Has Little 
Effect. 


Schenectady, N. Y., June 12.— [Spe- 
cial]—Substantiation of the theory that 
radio waves split into a ground wave 
and a sky wave in passage from trans- 
mitter to receiver has been found in 
preliminary compilation of data s¢ 
cured by radio engineers of the Gen- 
eral Electric company in broadcast 
wave propagation tests conducted 
from Jan. 1 to May 8. 

According to thé split wave theory, 
one wave passes along the earth and 
the other, passing into the air proba- 
bly about 100 miles or so above the 
earth, continues until reflected down 
upon the receiver by a semi-conduct- 
ing layer in the atmosphere. The 
ground wave weakens rapidly and be- 
comes negligible about 200 miles from 
the broadcasting station and recep- 
tion at greater distances is due entire- 
ly to the sky wave. 

Weather Little. 
conducting propagation tests 
the codperation of radio listeners 
in part of the country, the 
engineers were seeking, among other 
things, the possible relation of radio 
reception and the condition of the 
weather. The weather condition is 
known to depend largely on the 
barometric pressure over various parts 
of the country and, radio engineers en- 
deavered to find a relation be 
tween reception records and the 
barométric pressure through which the 
waves had passed. From present 
analysis of data it seems probable 
that barometer and weather have only 
a minor effect cn radio condition. The 
data do show that signals received 
at short distances are stronger when 
they have come along a region of even 
pressure than when they have come 
from a low pressure area to a high 
pressure area, or vice versa. 
At distances of more than 400 miles, 
however, the conditions on the. sur- 
face of the earth seem to have little 
or no effect. On the basis of the split 
wave theory of transmission, it be- 
comes obvious that if the sky wave 
goes through an arc reaching 100 
miles or more above the _ earth, 
weather conditions, which are known 
to go up less than ten miles, can have 
but little effect upon it. 
Reports received and tabulated by 
the engineers were made on all sta- 
tions received by the listeners and they 
covered practically all stations on the 
air, on wave lengths covering the en- 
tire band reserved by the Department 
of Commerce for broadcasting and on 
powers from 50 watts to 5,000 watts.
